POLAR’ WIFE ASKS AID, 


INDUSTRIAL INQUIRERS 
OF TYRANNY OF UNION RULES. 


Mrs. J. S. Robb Causes Dramatic Scene 
at the Auditorium as She Relates 
Story of Her Husband’s Woes—Levy 
Mayer Declares There Is a Rebellion 
in the Land Against Corporate 
Property Rights—Present Condition 
Described as Appalling. 


“ By the right of free and independent 
American womanhood I demand to be heard 
in protest against the persecution of the 
trades unions,’’ declared Mrs. J. J. Robb, 
6555 Bloomingdale avenue, at the close of 
yesterday's session of the Industrial sub- 
commission at the Auditorium Hotel. On 
behalf of my husband, who was beaten and 
maimed by the business agents or ‘ Enter- 
talnment committee’ of the labor unions, 
and myself, who have suffered, I beg you 
to hear me.”’ 

The climax to an already exciting session 
was furnished by Mrs. Robb. Colonel Clark, 
chairman of the subcommission, had de- 
| elared the meeting adjourned. Its members 
were preparing to leave, when there was a 
commotion near the door and a woman ap- 
peared. Advancing to the center of the room 
she addressed the chairman in the foregoing 
words. The chairman vainly attempted to 
explain to her that the meeting was over 
for the day, but she would not listen and in- 
sisted on being heard, and the subcommis- 
sion was called to order again. 


Tell of Union Persecution. 


„My husband was a member of the union,” 

said Mrs. Robb. He is a painter by trade. 
One Sunday several years ago he repaired a 
skylight during a storm to prevent damage to 
$7,000 worth of machinery. There was a 
Strike on ahd he was fined $100 in a star 
chamber’ session of the union. Being un- 
able to pay it he was expelled. He has been 
persecuted ever since and has earned only 
$6 since last October. Neither union nor em- 
ployer will do anything for him. He has 
been assaulted, beaten, and maimed when 
he has attempted to work. The police had 
their backs turned. We have suffered. lam 
doing dressmaking. I want the State to 
annul the charters of all organizations or 
corporations if they fail to comply with the 
law.

The bulk 
of this business is in the hands of corpora- 
tions for convenience. They were put there 
legitimately, yet day by day they are losing 
the cloak of legal protection. The union 
label is protected from infringement, but 
if a so-called combination were to use a 
label it would be held to be prima facie evi- 
dence of a conspiracy. What I say has ap- 
plication to other States as well as Illinois. 
It is a penal offense for an employer to solicit 
labor to take the place of those out on a 
strike without inserting in the advertise- 
ment the fact that a strike exists. It is a 
crime. The members of unions are not re- 
quired to advertise the fact of their being 
on a strike when applying for Positions. 


_ Concerted Attack on Corporations. 


“Not only State legislation but judicial 
legislation is being handed down along the 
same lines. Both are maintaining, unwitting- 
ly or otherwise, a concerted attack on $ri- 
vate corporations. The onslaughts on pri- 
vate corporations by Legislature and judi- 
clary bode ill for labor. Employers will 
suffer, then labor will suffer. Those in 
power seem to be to some extent—to a large 
extent—unable to give the same protection 
to capital that they do to labor, either 
through political caprice, political alliance 
or political tenure of office.

“Chicago would be the manu- 
facturing center in the world if it were not 
for the labor trouble and the poor protec- 
tion afforded by city officials,’ declared 
James L. Board. I beter especially to the 
present city administration, but all officials 
without respect to party have been so afraid 
of the labor vote that they have not given 
the manufacturers protection.“ . 

The witness declared. that the increasing 
use of automatic machinery was due largely 
to the attitude and action of the labor 
unions. He told of having gone to Assistant 
Chief of Police Lewis and asking for pro- 
tection for the men employed in. his works 
after the strike was declared.

UNDRESSES IN STEALING SILK.

A young man who gave his name as 
„Harry Jones was arrested for stealing 
silk from the store of Charles A. Stevens & 
Bros. He had removed part of his clothes, 
wrapped the silk about his body, dressed 
himself, and was about to escape when de- 
tected. His real name is unknown. He says 
he is of a respectable family living on the 
North Side.

Robert G. Gilchrist Dies Instantly at 
1764 Twenty-second Street from a 
Bullet Fired by an Assassin Who 
Escapes — As He Prepares Lather 
the Murder Is Committed — Police 
Have Two Theories to Account for 


the Killing. 


Robert G. Gilchrist, a barber at 1764 West 
Twenty-second street, was shot and killed 
instantly last night while preparing a cup 
of lather for a customer who sat in his chair. 
The murderer opened the door of the shop, 
took careful aim with a rifle for three or 
four seconds, and fired. He escaped. 

The police have a good description of him, 
but no clew leading to a motive. They at 
first thought that the killing was the re- 
sult of an old feud in Alabama, where Gil- 
christ once lived, but early this morning 
John E. Voght, a saloonkeeper at 1729 
Twenty-second street told the police that 
Gilchrist often had spoken to him about an 
acquaintance with a certain married woman. 
Voght knew Gilchrist well. The police re- 
fuse. to give the name and address of the 
woman, but they are looking for her and her 
husband to see if they can throw any light 
on the murder. 

Charles Schaeffer, a teamster, reported 
half an hour after the shooting that he saw 
a man of the murderer’s description carrying 
a rifle in Kedzie avenue, near Twelfth street, 
but he was the only person up to 2a. m. who 
reported having seen the fugitive. " 


Story of the Murder. 


The backs of the two chairs in the barber 
shop are to the door. An unknown man had 
taken his place in Gilchrist’s chair to be 
shaved. John McConnell, the other barber, 
was shaving Nicholas Firrell, 932 Spauld- 
ing avenue. Thomas Bammon, 949 St. Louis. 
avenue, and 8. G. Jeffries, who lives up- 
stairs over the barber shop, were sitting in 
the shop. It was 7:45 o'clock. 

While Gilchrist walked to the basin in the 
rear of the shop and was preparing lather 
the man with the rifle entered. McCon- 
nell saw him aim, but says he supposed 
somebody whom he did not know, but who 
was acquainted with Gilchrist, was pointing 
the rifle for fun. The stranger fired, the 
bullet striking Gilchrist over the right tem- 
ple and lodging back of the left ear. 

The murderer turned and fied, carrying his 
rifle with him. Bammon followed the mur- 
derer, who ran to Central Park avenue and 
escaped in the darkness. 

The man in Gilchrist’s chair threw the 
towels around his neck to the floor and fied.

| FROM GUATEMALA TO TESTIFY. 


Juan de Dios Osorio Comes to Chicago to 
Appear Against Charles E. George, 
Charged with Swindling. 


Juan de Dios Osorio, clerk of a Probate 
Court in Guatemala, will testify today in 
the case of Charles E. George, who is on trial 
in the United States District Court, charged 
with using the mails to defraud. George is 
said to have represented to country people 
in various parts of the West that they were 
heirs to the estate of James McCormick, 
who died in Guatemala in July, 1896. He 
represented the estate to be worth #1, 000,000, 
it is charged. 

Inspectors of the Postoffice department say 
that the estate is not worth to exceed a few 
hundred dollars. On the strength of these 
statements of the value of the estate George 
is said to have secured money in large and 
small amounts from the prospective heirs. 

The indictment was first returned against 
George in November, 1896, but when the 
case was called for trial he failed to appear, 
and his bond was forfeited. He was arrest- 
ed again, and the trial has been delayed by a 
number of continuances. The postoffice in- 
spectors have been at work on the case ever 
since his arrest. Trips have been made to 
various parts of the country to secure evi-

The new Carnegie Steel company, which 
has been formed as a result of this compro- 
mise, will have a capital of nearly $200,000,- 
990, Charles M. Schwab, Andrew H. More- 
land, and another close to Henry C. Frick 
returned to Pittsburg today from.

Former Chancellor’s Own Personal Ac-

BERLIN, March 21.—Dr. Hans Blum will 
soon publish his personal recollections of 
Prince Bismarck. His most piquant chap~ 

ter reproduces Bismarck's recital of the 
events preceding his dismissal. The recital 
is the result of a conversation at Fried- 
richsruh in April, 1893, and Dr. Blum noted 
the conversation stenographically, return- 
ing to Berlin without altering it. The gen- 
eral impression of Bismarck’s view of his 
dismissal, according to Blum’s version, is 
wrong. “The interviews with the Emperor 
preceding the dismissal were sharper than 
any previously published accounts. On 
March 14, 1890, Bleichroeder procured from 
Dr. Windthorst an interview with Bismarck. 
His enemies informed the Emperor falsely 
that Bismarck had summoned Dr. Wind- 
thorst to beg Clerical support in his quarrel 
with the Emperor on the Spcialist law. The 
Emperor immediately sent the chief of his 
civil Cabinet, Dr. von Lucanus, with a mes- 
sage that Bismarck must inform the Em-

How the Quarrel Started. 


Prince Bismarck answered: ‘ Please in- 
form his Majesty that I let nobody control 
my door. The Emperor called early on the 
15th while I was still in bed and demanded 
to see me. I dressed hastily and confronted 
my master. He excitedly demanded what 
my negotiations with Windthorst meant. 
I replied there had been no negotiations, 
but that a confidential and personal inter- 
change of views had taken place. 

Thereupon,“ continued Bismarck, the 
Emperor emphasized his right to previous 
notice of any negotiations between the Chan- 
cellor and the several party leaders.

This announcement was repeated in a num- 
ber of papers without receiving official de- 
nial, and the foreign representatives sent 
a joint note of inquiry to the Porte concern- 
ing it. The Minister of Foreign Affairs de- 
clared he had nb knowledge of such an in- 
tended move and couldn't spend his time 
denying false newspaper reports. 

Such a declaration seemed to settle the 
matter and reassured the representatives. 
Judge their surprise when on March 14 the 
custom-house officials began to collect the 
11 per cent, and it was found an imperial 
order had been given for so doing. 


Protest from the Powers. 

The representatives of the powers will, of 
course, protest, and will see that the mat- 
ter is regulated, but the proceeding shows 
Turkey's shortsighted policy.

PREHISTORIC RELICS IN RUSSIA. 


Professor from University of Warsaw 
Unearths Fossilized Remains of 
Great Animals.

LONDON, March 22.—The Daily Mail’s 
St. Petersburg correspondent has secured a 
hitherto unpublished account of the dis- 
coveries made by Professor Amalizki of the 
University of Warsaw on the banks of the 
Dwina River in northern Russia last year. 
The Czar gives 10,000 rubles every year to 
these explorations. Among other things Pro- 
fessor Amalizki unearthed a fossilized 
plesiosaurus twenty-nine feet long in 4 com- 
plete state of preservation. ; 

While digging a pit for the temporary pro- 
tection of the find numbers of fossils of giant 
treeferns and conifers were found, as well 
as other fine plesiosauri lying one on top of 
another in layers. One lay on its back, which 
had a well preserved set ofteeth. The backs 
of the plesiosauri were covered partly with 
plates of horn, partly with horny excres- 
cences. Judging from the teeth of these 
amphibious animals, whose species has not 
yet been established as beasts of prey, they 
show a certain amount of relationship to the 
dinosauri, but sundered from them by sev- 
eral distinguishing peculiarities, 

Professor Amalizki had many strange ex- 
periences while exploring. The peasants at 
first took him for a gold digger, because he 
had Cossacks stationed all night about the 
excavations. Later they thought him the 
living ant!-Christ, and refused to supply him 
or his men with food and shelter. A Rus- 
sian priest convinced them of the folly of 
this idea. 

Not long afterward the peasants insisted 
that Professor Amalizki was the cause of 
an outbreak of the rinderpest in surrounding 
villages and were bent on stoning him to 
death. Only the presence of mind of the 
Cossack guards saved him from a terrible 
death.

County passed a bill providing that 
Uniformity in the question of uniformity 
Text Books. of school text books shall 
be submitted to the voters 

of a county upon the petition of one-third of 
the directors of the entire county. The pres- 
ent law provides that one-half of the 
directors must sign the petition. The new 
law meets with the approval of all authori- 
ties on education. It is wasteful that dif- 


ferent text books should be used by schools 


in the same county. The present lack of uni- 
formity especially delays the progress of the 
children of farm laborers and employés of 
contractors, who move from place to place 
each season. The children lose much time 


by the change from one text book to an- 


other, and the haste with which they must 
end their school days to earn a living makes 
such a waste of time almost criminal. A ma- 
jority. of the counties of Iowa now have 
uniformity, and the new law is expected to 
increase the number. The government of 
schools is peculiarly a matter of local con- 
cern, but it would be well if there were some 
way in which the uniformity of text books 


could cover a wider area than a county. 


The tendency in this direction is somewhat 
marked, in spite of the absence of any law 
on the subject, the school directors of one 
county often taking the books another coun- 
ty has found suitable. 


The care of the insane is 
attracting an unusually Condition 
large amount of attention of the Iowa 
in Iowa. It has been the Insane. 
subject of much debate in 
and out of the newspapers, the discussion 
centering chiefly around the efforts of phil- 
anthropists and alienists to place the insane 
under the jurisdiction of the State and es- 
tablish a new. State asylum and abolish the 
county asylums, which are often misman- 
aged—more through ignorance than through 
malice. Motives of economy as well as the 
better attention the insane would receive 
urge the abolition of the wasteful system of 
county asylums, but this economy is op- 
posed by interested county officials and con- 
tractors. There are now three well man- 
aged State asylums at Mount Pleasant, In- 
dependence, and Clarinda. In these the in- 
Sane are under the jurisdiction of skilled 
Allenists, whose services cannot be com- 
manded by the county institutions. Inter- 
esting light on the condition of the insane 
in the county institutions is shed by the re- 
port ef Forest C. Ensign, principal of the 
Iowa City High School, who from philan- 
thropic motives made an investigation. 
The revelations of his report are arousing 
public sentiment. He says the insane are 
found as public charges in seventy-two out 
of the ninety-nine counties. In sixteen 
counties they are kept in buildings erected 
for the purpose, In several others small 
bulldings have been erected for the more 
violent and the Githy, while in others the 
insane and paupers are kept together in 


Various stages of separation and decency.” 


These he describes in harrowing detail. The 
steward is at best only an intelligent farm- 
er, usually knowing nothing of the care of 
the insane, too often regarding them as a 
sort of criminal class to be scolded, fright- 
ened, or beaten into obedience..

So long as England has a navy 
there is a valid reason why it should have 
strongly fortified naval stations like Hali- 
fax and Esquimalt.

His resolution was sheer 
buncombe and the House did well to table it. 

THE VANITY OF COLLECTING. 

The disposal of the rare Daly collec- 
tion of art works for a mere song in 
New York the other day is an incident 
which has about it something of the sad- 
ness of a song and reveals, as Thackeray 
long ago pointed out, one of the most 
melancholy spectacles in life. “It,” writes 
Thackeray, alluding to one of the after 
auctions, “there is any exhibition in all

BE HOUSING OF THE POOR, 

There\is no question which more vitally 
affects the future welfare of great cities 
than that of the better housing of the poor. 
Good citizens cannot be expected to come 
from the swarming and filthy tenements 
of city slums. They are rather breeding 
places for crime, contagion, and pauperism. 
They threaten no more the health and well 
being of the unfortunates who are housed 
within their walls than the welfare and 
prosperity of the city at large. The exist- 
ence in any city of filthy kennels, miscalled 
rooms, in which whole families eat, sleep, 
work, and live their lives, is a menace to 
every citizen of that city. | 

In the great cities of Europe, as well as 
in those of the Eastern States, a great effort 
has been made to replace the worst of the 
slum tenements with model buildings, in 
which science and good taste have joined 
hands with economy to make the lives of the 
“other half” decently livable. Many 
splendid experiments in London, Berlin, 
New York, and elsewhere have already 
demonstrated that it is possible to provide 
clean and even attractive quarters at rentals 
no higher than are now paid for dirty and 
tumble down lodgings, while at the same 
time a fair rate of interest is paid on the 
investment. 

It is said that conditions in Chicago are 
not yet so bad as in many of the older cities. 
At the same time every man who has used 
his eyes knows that they are bad enough, 
and the effort now being made to improve 
them before they become entirely unbeara- 
ble deserves the aid and active sympathy of 
every citizen. 

The exhibition now being made at the 
Art Institute of photographs of slum dwell- 
ings in many large cities and of the model 
tenements which are gradually replacing 
them should be visited by every man and 
woman who has a stake in the future wel- 
fare of the city. In the same connection 
are shown plans for model lodging-houses 
in Chicago, together with a couple of rooms 
fitted up with furniture such as a family 


| earning a total of $2 a day could afford to 


buy. The latter exhibit is intended as an 
object lesson to the people who now live 
amidst filthy and unnecessarily ugly sur- 
roundings. It is to be feared, however, that 
few of the people whom it is desired to 
reach will go to the Art Institute to study 
the exhibit, and it is suggested that more 
direct and practical results might be ob- 
tained if the model rooms were fitted up in 
the slum quarters of the city, where they 
would be easy of access. 

When once an intelligent self-interest in 
the better housing of the poor is aroused, 
and it is demonstrated that model dwellings 
are a good investment from a purely dollars 
and cents point of view, there would seem to 
be no reason why the ramshackle, filthy, and 
inhuman slum tenement should not be en- 
tirely done away with. 


DEWEY AND THE DEADLY SALAD. 

The members of the committee whose 
duty it will be to entertain Admiral Dewey 
in Chicago next May should not fail to see 
a solemn warning in the Admiral’s un- 
happy experience at Savannah. A deadly 
combination of salad and “ artillery punch ” 
laid the doughty Admiral low in the first 
round, and the public reception planned for 
him had to be abandoned. The moral is 
obvious. If the Chicago entertainers do 
not wish to send the naval hero to the hos- 
pital with indigestion on the first day of the 
May festival they should guard him from 
the dangers of seductive salads and rapid- 
fire punches of all kinds at any cost. They 
should drop from their program all com- 
pulsory dining and wining features if they 
want the Admiral to fulfill his part in the 
festivities. 

Spanish guns had no terrors for the hero 
of Manila Bay, yet it is a recorded fact 
that on the historical May day morning of 
1898 he was suffering severely from an 
attack of indigestion, brought on by some 
trifle like a cup of coffee taken at an un- 
wonted hour.

antidote in the shape of a hostile Spanish 
fleet was wanting.

A SrarE RIGHTS QUESTION 
[t appears that the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty is not the only one which has been 
negotiated with England and is before the 
Senate for consideration. There is an- 
other, which gives to British subjects the 
right to hold and Own real estate in the 
United States. This is a right they do 
not enjoy now, except in those States whose 
laws make no discrimination between aliens 


land. There are a few States, New York 
and Illinois being among them, whose laws 
do not put aliens and citizens on the same 
footing in this respect. 
There is opposition to the ratification 
of this treaty on the part of Democratic 
Senators. It does not grow out of any 
dislike of England or Englishmen, ses ne 
of their objection to changing the laws 
of States through the machinery of a 
treaty. A treaty, made under the authori- 
ty of the United States, is the supreme 
law of the land.” If this treaty were to 
me the “supreme law,” then all those 
State laws which deny to aliens the full 
right to hold real estate would become null 
and void, as far as the subjects of Queen 
Victoria are concertied. So the Demo- 
crats are contending that there is no power 
to make a treaty setting aside the reat 
estate laws of States—that State rights 
cannot be invaded thus. 

There is no doubt the courts would de- 
cide that such a treaty as the one men- 
tioned is within the scope of the treaty- 
making power.

“SAPHO” BEFORE A JURY. 

A jury will have to decide whether Olga 
Nethersole, her manager, Marcus R. Mayer, 
and her leading man, Hamilton Revelle, 
were guilty of violating public decency by 
producing the play of “Sapho” at Wal- 
lack’s Theater. . Instead of a hearing be- 
fore the three Justices sitting in Special 
Sessions the case will be removed to the 
Court of General Sessions and the grand 
jury, and if the latter body shall indict 
the ordinary jury of twelve good and true 
men will have to take the responsibility of 
deciding the question of the guilt of the 
accused, | 

The reference of the case to a jury may 
make it difficult to convict. Justice Furs- 
man, in handing down his opinion, ex- 
pressed the grounds of this difficulty when 
he said: “ All men do pot regard the same 
play or book or the actual visible con- 
duct of others alike.” If the case rests 
exclusively upon the testimony of witnesses 
who have seen the play, the decision will 
have to be determined by the impression it 
left upon their minds. There will be a 
certain number of witnesses who will tes- 
tify that it impressed them as a violation 
of public decency. There will be an equal 
number who will testify that their sense 
of public decency was not in the least 
outraged. Itis intimated that Miss Nether- 
sole and her leading man will be required 
to act for the grand jury the stairway 
scene in the play and the other alleged im- 
proper situations, and to recite the al- 
leged objectionable text. This will not 
help matters much, It is extremely doubt- 
ful whether all the members of the grand 
jury will take the same view of the per- 
formance, Even if they should indict 
there remains the equally extreme doubt 
whether the performance will leave the 
same impression of a violation of public 
decency uppn the minds of the twelve petit 
jurymen. Some of them may have that 
impression, while others will not. It is 
possible that none of them may have it. 
In that case Miss Nethersole unfortunately 
will be practically free to present the play 
in public again and the extraordinary ad- 
vertising it has had will result in crowded 
houses. 

There is nothing more difficult than for 
twelve men, pieked at haphazard, to draw 
a hard and fast morai line in a case like 
this. It is to be hoped, however, Sapho ” 
will be ruled off the stage, together with 
numerous others equally and some of them 
more objectionable, which are now in course 
of performance. Should it not be ruled 
off, the public which objects to its per- 
formance should stay away from it. If 
the women of New York and other cities 
should refuse to go to it, Miss Nethersole 
would soon tire of performing it to men 
alone. There could be no more effectual 
way of condemning “ Sapho ” than for the 
women to decline to attend its perform- 
ances.

The Mail, which 
sells for one cent, or a half-penny,was started 
by Alfred Harmsworth, who was at the time 
the owner of a weekly paper called Answers. 
He announced in Answers that he was about 
to start a daily paper and would print the 
first number when he had received 50,000 ad- 
vance subscriptions. | 

The desired number was soon reached, and 
since its first issue the Mail has constantly 
grown in popularity. In order to print the 
enormous number of 1,250,000 copies each 
morning between the hours of 1 and 6 o'clock 
immense duplicate printing plants have been 
fitted up, one in London and the other in 
Manchester. In each there are twenty-four 
perfecting presses: In London the presses 
are located in several widely separated parts 
of the city, so that time may be saved in the 
delivery of the papers. The early pages are 
made up in ndon and duplicate matrices 
are made of th one set being sent by fast 
train to the Manchester office. Matter re- 
ceived by telegraph is duplicated over four 
leased wires from London to Manchester, so 
that the two editions are exactly alike and go 
to press at the sametime. Ireland, Scotland, 
and the north of England are supplied from 
the Manchester office, while the London edi- 
tion is distributed throughout the metropolis 
and the southern part of England. 

Quite as striking is the effect of the war 
upon the Morning Leader of London, which 
has consistently opposed the government, 
and even now demands that the “ fratricidal 
and unnecessary war be brought to a close 
as soon as possible.“ Before the outbreak 
of hostilities the Morning Leader was a pa- 
per of comparatively small circulation. It 
was small in size, was not illustrated, and 
did not appear to be in an extremely pros- 
perous condition.

With the death of General Sir William 
Lockhart, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
British forces in India, which took place 
on Sunday last, there disappears the only 
English officer of high rank who served a 
foreign sovereign not allied to Great Britain 
in a foreign war. In 1875 Sir William, then 
only Captain Lockhart of the Bengal Lan- 
cers, happened to be on leave of absence 
in the Island of Java, having resolved to use 
his furlough in visiting the Dutch Indies 
instead of returning to Europe. Just at 
that moment there was some terrible mas- 
sacre of several of the Dutch settlements 
and military posts in the neighboring Island 
of Sumatra, which caused the struggle 
which has been raging for more than half a 
century between the Dutch and the Achinese 
to be revived with the utmost intensity. 
Volunteers were called for throughout Java 
by the Dutch authorities, and Captain Lock- 
hart, having still several months of leave 
unexpired, threw in his lot with the Dutch, 
joined their forces in Sumatra, and gave 
them so much valuable assistance there that 
he was decorated by the Commanding Gen- 
eral for conspicuous gallantry. On his re- 
turn to India the military authorities were 
at first inclined to regard the matter serious- 
ly, and to cashier Him for gross disobedience 
to the army regulations. But milder coun- 
sels prevailed, particularly when he fur- 
nished a most valuable and Interesting re- 
port of the military operations in the Dutch 
Indies, and a few years later the Indian 
government, by way of showing that it had 
completely condoned his offense, sent him on 
a special mission to the Dutch Indies as a 
persona gratissima to the authorities there. 

It has always been a subject of surprise 
to me that with the exception of Germany 
there is not a single foreign government that 
considers it worth while to send officers to 
follow the military operations in Sumatra. 
And yet these are from a military point of 
view extremely interesting, while in the case 
of the United States detailed reports by 
American officers would be most useful. For 


the Achinese have so much in common with 


the Filipinos that their methods of warfare 


are almost identical, and it naturally fol- 


lows that people such as the Dutch of Java, 
who have been carrying on for more than 
half a century an intermittent war in Su- 
matra of the same kind that the Americans 
are now waging in the Philippines, may be 
in a position to give to the United States a 
number of valuable pointers, the result of 
long and painful experience. The War de- 
partment at Washington could not do bet- 
ter, therefore, than to delegate some clever 
officer to follow the Dutch operations in 
Sumatra against the Achinese for a period 
of six months, reporting thereon, with a 
special view to the constitution of. mixed 
battalions of Europeans and loyal natives. 

The late General Sir William Lockhart 
was a most accomplished man, possessed 
of a singularly winning personality, and 
handsome presence, in fact, a fine specimen 
of a man, while of his personal gallantry it 
need only be said that among the many deco- 
rations and orders that figured on his 
breast was a medal awarded to him for 
jumping while in full uniferm and with all 
his accouterments into the fathomless 
waters of the Morar Lake at Gwalior in or- 
der to rescue from drowning a couple of 
native women whose boat had capsized. He 
had been ill ever since he returned to India 
as Commander-in-Chief of the military 
forces there—a command that ranks imme- 
diately next to the Commander-in-Chief of 
the British Empire, now held by Lord 
Wolseley.. It is owing to this illness of his 
that he was unable to put into execution 
a number of reforms which he had pro- 
jected and to which he stood committed, 
notably the abuse of power usurped by a 
certain military ring who made their head- 
quarters at Simla and Calcutta. It was this 
ring which, by foisting on his staff as bri- 
gade commanders and staff officers men 
whose sole merit was that they were clever 
amateur actors and skillful drawing-room 
intriguers, rendered 80 extremely difficult 
his suppression of the frontier war in India 
three years ago, a war which, owing to the 
manner in which he was thus hampered, 
entailed the sacrifice of an immense amount 
of British blood and treasure, 

His place at the present moment will be 
exceedingly difficult to fill, and I imagine 
that the Indian command-in-chief will be 
kept vacant until the close of the present 
war in south Africa, with the object of 
conferring it upon one of the successful 
Generals of that campaign. Unless it is in- 
tenged to assign Lord Kitchener to some 
important position at the Horse Guards in 
London, for instance, as Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, he would be an ideal man for the Indian 
command, where everything needs over- 
hauling and yeorganizigg from a military 
point of view by some strong man who will 
make short work of all those discreditable 
rings, notably the one known as the Sim- 
la Gang.“ which have been the bane of the 
entire military system in India. Iam all the 
more inclined to think that Lord Kitchener 
will be sent as Commander-in-Chief to India, 
since it would have the effect of keeping 
him away for the next five years from the

Sir William Lockhart belonged to the an- 
clent Scotch house of Lockhart, of which 


Sir Simon Lockhart, formerly in command 


of the First Life Guards, is the chief. It 
is Sir Simon who. as Laird of the Lockharts, 
has in his possession the historic heirloom 
of the family known as the Lee Penny,” 
which. suggested one of the best known of 
Sir Walter Scott's novels, The Talisman.“ 
It is a simple three-cornered pebble set in 
an old sfiver coin, and was given as ransom 
by a Saracen chief to the founder of the 
Lockhart family, who had been dispatched 
to Palestine for the express purpose of con- 
veying the heart of King Robert Bruce of 
Scotland to Jerusalem for interment. The 
heart, though it traveled far, never reached 
Jerusalem, and was ultimately brought back 
to Scotland and buried in Melrose Abbey. 
This. pilgrimage is illustrated, so to speak, 
in the armorial bearings of the Lockharts. 
The family estates are held by one of 


those queer old tenures from the crown 
about which volumes of picturesque stories 


might be written. The Dukes of Maribor- 
ough and of Wellington each hold their an- 
cestral estates by virtue of a tenure which 
requires that they should present each 
year respectively a small silken French flag 
to the sovereign, one on the anniversary of 
the battle of Waterloo and the other on 


| the anniversary of the battle of Blenheim. 


The Lockharts, tn the same way, hold their 
Carnwath estates in Lanarkshire by virtue 
of a tenure which prescribes that the owner 
of the property should have a race run in 
his presence on what is known as the village 
green, in the quaint old Town of Carnwath. 
The prize given to the winner is a pair of 
shoes and a pair of red stockings, accom- 
panied, of course, by a monetary gift. The 
origin of this strange tenure is supposed to 
have arisen through a desire in ancient 
times to find out the most fleet person who 
could summon the retainers and members of 
the clan of Lockhart to arms in ancient 


times. 


I notice that the Vanderbilt family have 
just paid a million dollars to the State Treas- 
ury by way of inheritance tax on the estate 
of the late Cornelius Vanderbilt. By a 
strange coincidence, an almost identically 
similar sum has been received by the Eng- 
lish Treasury in inheritance duty upon the 


fortune of Chicago Smith, thet eccentric 


American financier and banker who for so 
many years made his home in London. Itis 
needless to point out that this million dol- 
lars would have gone to swell the revenues 
of his native land, of the country where he 
acquired his wealth, had he not established 
his home in England. It is circumstances 
such as these that give Americans valid 
cause for complaint when their plutocratic 
countrymen, while deriving their wealth 
from this country, make their homes on 
yonder side of the Atlantic. 

Sir Otto Jaffe, the ex-Lord Mayor of Bei- 
fast, who has just been knighted, is well 
known in this country as the pioneer of the 
Belfast linen and textile trade in the United 
States. He is a Hebrew, and can trace back 
his family to a medieval rabbi who was the 
author of a series of exhortations, dear to 
orthodox Jews, under the name of “ The 
Garment.’’

School Board Given $9,654,000 on Con- 


dition Teachers’ Salaries Are Re- 
stored — Appropriation for New 
Bridges Is $1,250,000—Fight to Come 
Over Street Cleaning Fund, Which 
Is Divided Among Wards—Drainage 
Board Buys Land. 3 


The Finance committee completed the ap- 
propriation bill last evening, and it will be 
introduced at the special meeting of the Cily 
Council this evening. An attempt will be 
made to pass it then and there, but all such 
attempts in the past have been failures. 

The bill carries about the same total as 
Jast year, but some radical changes have 
been made in the items. The School board 
nas been allowed $0,654,000, of which $2,500,-

ditional money should be used in restoring 
the salaries of teachers. 

One new item in the bill is $25,000 for the 


repayment of money paid for speciai ——

ment improvements where no 
has been done. A saving of $64,036 
has been effected in the appropria- 


tion for the Board of Local Improve“ 
ments by cutting off a number of use- 
less inspectors and other employés. The 


Civil Service commission has been allowed 


$38,000, with the understanding it is to pay 
its debts out of it. In the department of 
electricity the following amounts are ap- 


propriated:

For new bridges $1,250,000 has been appro- 
priated, as well as $200,000 for the repair of 
bridges and viaducts.

Ward Street Cleaning Funds. 


The street and alley cleaning appropria- 
tidn carries with it an item of $250,000 for 
crematories and $11,000 for an asphalt re- 
pair plant.

TO STANDARD OIL. 


Committee at Ottawa Hears Testimony 
Bearing on Railroad Favoritism — 
Toward the Monopoly. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 21.—[Special.J—An 
account of the compact between the Standard 
Oil company and the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific railways was given to the 
Privy Council Railway committee today. 
The Standard company submitted evidence 
that oll shipments could be made to Canadi- 
an lake ports ‘and distributed thence to 
Canadian river points at about one-half the 
cost by rail. The company therefore de- 
manded a reduction from the railway rate 
from Petrolea and Sarnia to Montreal of 
33 1-3 per cent. The railways declined and 
offered a reduction of 16 2-3 per cent, provid- 
ing the rates might be raised on Canadian 
oils to points not governed by water com- 
petition, and rates on American oils raised 
about 50 per cent. It was declared that the 
railways were forced to make concessions 
to the Standard company or lose the busi- 
ness. 

Judge Clarke for the Canadian Pacific 
contended that the railways were not bound 
to consult the interests of individuals, and 
Minister of Railways Blair intimated that 
if it should be shown a wrong had been 
done the committee would have to find a 
remedy. 

Further evidence showed that the prices 
of oils had gone up since the compact and 
that they would have gone down under 
the influence of competition; that not a 
gallon of Canadian oil can now be obtained 
by competing companies from the Imperial 
Oil company, the ally of the Standard.

MISS MARGARET HALEY WILL Ar- 
PEAR BEFORE BOARD TODAY. 


She Will Present Valuations Amount- 
ing to §117,000,000, Which, She Sayn, 
Are Omitted from Assessment List— 

Declares Clerk Herts Promised to 
Place Property on the Rolls—Latter 
Denies Making Agreement to That 
Effect and Defines What He Said. 


Miss Margaret Haley of the Teachers’ fed- 


eration will ask the Board of Review today 


to plece on the assessable list the values 
of the franchises and stocks of four corpora- 
tions of the city which have been omitted. 
The total value of omissions is placed at 
$117,000,000 by Miss Haley. a 

The corporations affected are the People's 
Gas Light and Coke company, which is 
charged with omitting $50,000,000; the Chi- 
cago City railway company, $30,000,000; the 
North Chicago Street railroad company, $20,- 
000,000, apd the West Chicago Street rail- 
road company, $17,000,000. 

Miss Haley says the request to the Board 
of Review will be made as the result of a 
promise given to her by Henry L. Hertz, 
clerk of the board, on last Monday night, 
after she had delivered an address in Wicker 
Park Hall on tax dodging. She says he made 
an unqualified promise to place on the list 
any assessable property of corporations 
which she could show had been omitted. 


Miss Haley Explains Omissions. 

„1 will take him at his word,” she said 
yesterday, and will present a list. ‘Take 
the case of the People's Gas Light and Coke 
company. It is assessed $15,000,000 in round 
numbers by the Board of Assessors and 
Board of Review. According to the report 
made to its stockholders the total value of 
its real estate, franchises, and personal 
property amounts to $65,000,000. As its real 
estate and personal property are assessed 
at $15,000,000, it necessarily follows that the 
value of its franchise, which is not assured, 
must be $50,000,000. If this is property in 
the estimation of its officers and stockhold- 
ers, I do not know why it should not be 
in the eyes of the Assessors, despite the 
statement in the schedule signed by L. A. 
Wiley, as secretary, made to the State Au- 
ditor, that the value of the stock is un- 
known to him. By the omission of this 
$50,000,000 Cook County loses more than 
$600,000 anuually, and the Board of Educa- 
tion is deprived of $200,000." 

Miss Haley says that in a recent visit to 
the State Auditor’s office in Spritwgfield, 
looking for information, she found a letter 
from President Fred W. Upham of the Board 
of Review to E. R. Bliss, general counsel 
of the Chicago City railway company, a 
copy of which is as follows: 

I am much surprised to learn from you that the 
personal property assessment of the Chicago City 
railway as it now appears on the books aggre- 
gates $7,000,000. I distinctly remembor that when 
the case came before the Board of Review the 
aggregate showed a total of $6,000,000, and was 
reduced by our board to a total of $5,000,000, and, 
if it appears otherwise oa the books, it is clearly 
a clerical error, and, if this is the case, the Boari 
of Review will gladly give you a certificate to this

Says Assessment Is $7,000,000.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAY 


Advance in Stock Starts Rumor 
Terminal Transfer Sale to the 
Alton Syndicate. 


Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad co 
pany yesterday gave rise to rumors that this 
road was to be acquired by the syndicat 
controlling the Chicago and Alton and Be 
timore and Ohio railroads. Both Preside 
Faithorn of the Terminal road and Presi- 
dent Felton of the Alton are out of town 
and consequently no information could 
obtained here of the truth of the report. 
While most railroad men look on it a a 
Wall street rumor, thereisa probability t 
such a scheme is contemplated The Te 

nal Transfer company owns the Grand Cen- 
tral passenger station and terminals at 
Fifth avenue and Harrison street, and con- 
trols a belt line around the city, in all 91/65 
miles of road. It was chartered on J 
4, 1897, as successor to the Chicago 

Northern Pacific railroad, and subsequently 
purchased the Chicago and Calumet Termi- 
nal. Its principal tenants at present are 
Baltimore and Ohio and Chicago Great West- 
ern. The Wisconsin Central was a tenant 
until a few months ago.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 21.—[Spectal.]—A rate 
war is looked for in this city at any time as the 
result of misunderstandings between union and 
non-union companies represented. The agents 
here have entered into a compact to maintain rates 
and prevent rebating, but it is charged that the 
agreement is openly violated. 

Lately the local board has attempted to enforce 
a fine of $50 on all agents who give rebates. A 
sworn statement each month from each agent is 
now required. The report that the union com- 
panties have decided to withdraw their agencies 
from agents who also have non-union companies 
is causing quite a stir. If this step is taken a 
general rate war is predicted. Such a dis- 
turbance in the local field would likely result in 
a split in the local board and the organization of 
an independent board by the agents of non-union 
companies. 

State Auditor Hart is making war on companies 
that are operating in Indiana without a license. 
He is watching newspaper accounts of companies 
suffering losses by fire, and by this means dis- 
covers any unlicensed or any wild cat com- 
panies. The Auditor is now preparing evidence 
against J. E. Youtz, an agent who placed insur- 
ance for the Manufacturers’ and Merchants’ of 
Rockford, the Central Manufacturers’ of Ohio, 
and the Manufacturers’ of Michigan. Under the 
law the penalty lies against the agent and the 
case will be given to the Criminal Court. The 
fact that these unauthorized companies were 
operating in this State came out after a recent 
fire, when a list of the companies on the risk was 
published.

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FIND BOGUS COINMAKERS. 


POLICE ARREST J. F. FYFE AND RAID 
PLANT AT STOCK-YARDS. 


Engineer at Armour & Co.“ Fertilizer | 


Works, Who Paid His Debts Only in 
Nickels, Confesses He Made the 
Coins and Fileoded the Neighbeor- 
hood with Them — Molded Out of 
Lead at Night—Bushel Basketful Is 
Recovered. 


James F. Fyfe, engineer at the fertilizer 
plant of Armour & Co. has had an abundance 
of new five-cent pieces for the last three 
weeks. Wherever he went Fyfe. paid his 
way with brand new nickels. When he went 
to work from his house at 60380 Green street 
the engineer always gave the conductor on 
the Halsted street trolley car a new nickel, 
and he paid his fare home with a similar 
coin at night. Armour & Co. never pay their 
employés in new five-cent pieces, but Fyfe 
apparently had no other coin. He fre- 
quently: bought: drinks at the saloons in 
the neighborhood of the Stock-Yards, pay- 
ing new five-cent pieces, and it is owing to 
that fact that yesterday Fyfe was arrested 
and locked up on a charge of having made 
the new coin himself during his leisure 
hours at the factory. A counterfeiting out- 


| fit and a bushel basket of coins in various 


stages of completion were found in the en- 
gine-roo and Fyfe confessed. His coins 
were all made of lead. 

Captain Lavin of the Stock-Yards police 
has been receiving complaints of bogus 
nickels for) three weeks. Most of the re- 
ports came from saloonkeepers near the 
Stock-Yards, but street car conductors, gro- 
cers, and other storekeepers suffered also. 
The coins were all alike. The face was a 
clever counterfeit, but the reverse was 
poorly molded. In every instance reported 
the nickels were pasesd face up. Nobody 
suspected Fyfe until a week ago, when the 
counterfeits had become the talk of the 
Stock-Yards district. 


Find Fyfe’s Counterfeiting Plant. 

On Tuesday night Captain Lavin thought 
he had sufficient evidence against Fyfe to 
search the engine-room. Policemen 
O’Rourke and Doherty and United States 
Government Agent Gallagher went to the 
fertilizer plant soon after Fyfe quit work, 
and broke open his closet and tool chest. 
They found a basket filled with the coun- 
terfeits, his molds and furnace. The whole 
outfit was taken to the police station, but 
Fyfe was not molested because Captain 
Lavin ‘believed the engineer would not run 
away. Yesterday morning the policemen 
went to the engine-room and arrested him. 
He was taken first to the police station and 
then before United States Commissioner 


Humphrey. 


Fyfe at first protested that he was inno- 
cent, but at length confessed. He waived 


examination and was held to the federal 


grand jury in $500 bonds. 

His arrest by Policemen O'Rourke and 
Doherty and Secret Service Agent Gallagher 
caused a sensation at the yards and in the 


‘neighborhood of his home. He is an old 


employé of Armour & Co. and was regarded 


as a sturdy Scotchman who never did a 


worse act than to take a drink of Scotch 

whisky with afriend. His acquaintances re- 

garded his paying his debts with five-cent 

eee his thrifty disposition. 
n after he confessed they refused 

lieve his guilt. 


Coins Made at Night. 


Fyfe worked alternately night and day 
two weeks on each watch. When working 
at night he usually reported at 4 p. m., re- 
turning home at 6 a. m. He lived with his 
wife and daughter, and neighbors regarded 
the family as strict church-goers. The 
counterfeits were made while Fyfe was on 
the night shift. He kept his molds, which 
he had made himself, in his tool chest. He 
used a plumber's furnace to melt the lead, 
and the new coin was put in a basket as 
fast as it was made and locked ina closet 
in the engine-room. The lead was obtained, 
it is supposed, from the company’s stock. 

Fyfe practiced for three or four weeks be- 
fore producing a coin ‘he thought would 
stand scrutiny. The other night employés 
at Armour’s often saw him pouring melted 
lead into the mold, but they supposed it 
was part of his regular work. He never 
left any of the new coin where it would be 
found, and his molds and furnace were al- 
ways locked up when he was not on duty.
